Commiſſioners of - the Poſt-Office appear to 
have as much contributed towards the Ruin of 
their Countrey, as any perſons living, having all: 
along ſupported their Officers in all their Evil 
Ations, as Correſponding with known Papiſts 
and others diſafte&ed to the Government, .{top- 
ping the King's Mail, breaking open Perſons of 
Qualities Letters,” all along Countenancing and 
Supporting a ſmugling Trade, by bringing 1n the 
Mail, and other ways valt quantities of Flanders 
Lace,*eyc. being reſolved, it ſeems, to make as 
plentiful an Harveſt as they could, ſo long as the 
War laſted.
